WASHINGTON, April 26.—A stock of 


sheep bound books which covered all the 
vacant space in the vicinity of Mr. Spoon- 
er's de.-ik bore visible evidence at the be- 
ginning of the (lay's session of the senate 
of the Wisconsin senator's intention to 
make good his promise to reply today to 
Mr.. Bailey's speech n the railroad rate 
bill. Mr. Spooner was among the first 
to make his appearance in the senate 
chamber, but he was not able to begin 
his speech until more or less other busi- 
ness had been transacted. 


Mr. Spooner began speaking at 12:30 


o'clock announcing his purpose of devot- 
ing himself largely to ,Mr. Bailey's am- 
endment prohibiting inferior courts from 
restraining the orders of tho interstate 
commerce commission. 


"The question is a very grave one," he 


paid. 


"If adopted it would almost destroy 


the rate fixing provision of this bill." 


AXIOM FULL OF DANGER. 


He vent on to say that the proposition 


was the most important question that 
had been presented to the senate in re- 
cent years—far fp-cnter than oven the 
rate fixing question itself. He quoted 
Mr. Bailoy'n declaration that '.the power 
to create involves tho power to destroy" 
nnd said that when applied to the courts 
this axiom was full of danger. He denied 
that except in limited degree congress 
had power to destroy the courts. lie 
conceded that jurisdiction may be confer- 
red nnd withdrawn, but contended that 
such poVer may not be extended to tho 
judicial power of a court in a given case. 


BAILEY DRIVEN TO IT. 


He then entered upon an effort to draw 


the line of distinction between jurisdic- 
tion nnd judicial power and said that Mr. 
Bailey's necessities must hove been re- 
sponsible for his sneers at this distinc- 


tion. The difference, he f declared,- had 
been understood by the framers of the 
constitution and by the text writers since 
Blackstone and had been outlined by 
many court decisions. 


"To me it is plainly written in the 


constitution and no.sophUtry can confuse 
it," ho said. 


BAILEY INTERRUPTS. 


Mr. Spooner had proceeded for almost 


on hour without being interrupted, and 
when an interruption came it was1 from 
Mr. Bailey. The Wisconsin Senator had 
referred to a case in which the attorney 
general had criticised a judicial decision 
and had been replied to by the court. 


Mr. Bnilcy suggested that "interesting 


as this episode had been, it was- not as 
interesting as a more recent episode," re- 
ferring to the president's criticism of 
Judge Humphrey in the 
beef 
packing 


cases. "Has Judge Humphrey gone back 
on the bench to respond to the criticism 
of himself?" asked the Texas senator. 


"Has the senator jurisdiction to ask 


that question?" queried Mr. Spooner and 
replying said that he had not, but that 
he had "judicial power to do .so," 


ALL HAVE DISTRICT POWERS. 


' Replying then to the- ' question, Mr. 
Spooner said: "I stand with all.-roy- 
heart and soul for the distribution of 
powers between the three independent co- 
ordinate banches of the government 
and regard it as fundamental that none 
of these should be invaded by the others, 
[t will be a sorry day for the United 
States when the courts become terroriz- 
ed by cither congress or the executive. 
The place to correct the errors of the 
inferior courts is the great tribunal cre- 
ated for that purpose." 


Mr. Spooner declared that with the 


right of congress to interfere with.'the 
courts once conceded, our. scheme of gov- 
ernment would be destroyed and. the 
po\yers of the coordinate .branches will be 
soon so blended as to wipe out their now 
divided lines.

SANTA ROSA UNDAUNTED 


City Which Lost Forty of Its 


Citizens Will Rebuild on 


More Elaborate Scale. 


SANTA ROSA, Cal., April 26.—The lat- 


est figures show forty-one dead, sixty- 
three injured and seven missing here. The 
entire business section of Santa Rosa 
and many residences were destroyed. 
Twenty fires started, but the water sup- 
ply was unimpaired, and within 
three 


hours the fUxmcs were under control. Cut 
off from communication with the rest of 
the world, Santa Rosa know nothing of 
the destruction of San Francisco /bntil 
tho arrival from there of a train load of 
1,000 
refugees,, begging for 
help that 


could not be given thorn. But nearby 
towns came to the rescue and after a 
period of suffering, aid was received. 


So soon as the dead were buried, busi- 


ness men began clearing a pathway 
through the streets, and teams were put 
to work, hauling away the rubbish. It is 
the intention at once 'to begin rebuilding 
the city on a more elaborate scale.

STRIKE DISTURBANCE DUE 


TO OUTSIDE AGITATORS 


KENOSHA, Wis., April 26—With the 


reopening of the Allen tannery plant tha 
number of workmen has been largely in- 
creased and most of the men who hac 
come to Kenosha hearing of the -strike 
wer given places to work. 


"When the strike of 1,100 employes o: 


the Central -Leather company's plant al 
Kenosha would have been settled it i;, 
difficult to tell, if the labor agitators 
from out of town had not been--thrown 
out of the conference^!," said John Hum 
phrey, secretary of the state board of ar- 
bitration, who rctuned to Milwaukee yes 
tri'day. "I discovered that the reason no 
agreement could be reached between tho 
strikers and President C. W. Allen was 
the presence of hired agitators. No one 
knew who these rcen were. They were 
not regular union labor agents, because 
the. strikers wee not oganizcd into un 
ions. The settlement was effected with 
out difficulty when these outside agita 
tors were expelled. They had been hirec 
bv the Russian and Polish strikers, ant 
I*believe the reason they opposed settle 
ment was to extend the time for whicl 
their services would be needed."

Tho 
night was clear, warm and balmy and 
there was loss suffering among the thou- 
sands of refugees camping under the blue 
canopy than at any time since the day. 
of the disaster. The condition of the 
people is constantly growing better. The 
relief work K being organized with every 
clay nnd the distribution of provisions 
and the providing of shelter is daily bo- 
coming more systematic and methodical. 


Yesterday afternoon,. wagon loads of 


quilts, comforts and blankets were dis- 
tributed among those who have suffered 
intensely from tho eold and 
exposure 


•while sleeping in the open. , Other wag- 
,on5 loaded with tents wended their way 
through the crowded parks and replaced 
many improvised shelter which afforded 
little or no protection against the rain 
nnd chilly winds with waterproof canvas 
tents.. As a result there were but few 
complaints of suffering this'morning. 


While the heavy rain for- the timo be- 


ing added much to the misery of the 
homeless, it ;did much toward? improv- 
ing the sanitary1 conditions throughout 
the city. .

SALT LAKE CITY, April 2i— That 


three men were shot to death on a blaz- 
ing1 roof in San Francisco ;to keep them 
from being burned alive is solemnly as-

"When the lire caught the Windsor ho- 


tel at Fifth and Market," said Mr. Fast, 
"there were three men on the. roof and it 
was impossible to get them down, -Rath- 
er than see the crazed men fall in with 
tho roof and be .roasted alive, 'the mili- 
tary officer directed his men to' shoot 
them, which they did in the presence -of 
5,000 people. .1 saw great stones fall on 
three men near .tho city hall, crushing the 
life out of them. In Union Square I 
stood beside a woman who died actually 
from fright and thirst. Her lost request 
was for water and wo had none to -'give 
her. At Jefferson Square I saw a fatal 
dash between the military and the police- 
A policeman .-ordered a soldier to .take, .tip 
a" 'dead liody' to put it 'in the wagon andi 
the soldier- 'Ordered the poiiceman to do 
it. Words followed and the soldier shot' 
the policeman dead."

The soldier instantly killed him. On the 
other hand I want to say that the sol- 
diers were generally kind and helpful and 
deplored these hasty actions of. -their 
comrades just as much as we did."

SOUGHT MORE WAGES. 


The most serious labor trouble known 


in Kenosha in several years occurred just 
after 3 o'clock yesterday morning, when 
150 men employed in the yards of the N. 

Co. tannery went on a 
strike for an increase in wages to tho 
amount of 50 cents weekly. The men out 
include all of the men employed in the 
yards, and it is • possible that the big 
plant may be forced to shut down for an 
indefinite period and the 1,200 men em- 
ployed be thrown out of work.

The men had been 
receiving $9.50 a week and their demand 
is for $10.

The Gorky ex- 
ample is typical. The western European 
,l:ink« that when America calls herself 
l frco country, she will countenance 
every thing and everybody. 


Gorky should go "way back and sit 


down"—his mission on behalf ot tho, old 
world to the new has ended, and Americ- 
ans will turn from him in genuine disgust. 


And still, there is another side from 


which to look at this delicate matter: 
What has a man's authorship directly to 
do with his private life? 
Is anybody 


nowadays asking anything about tho life 
of Homer, Drentq, Chaucer, Shakespeare 
or others? And even if anything not ex- 
actly edifying is' ascertained about these 
men. does' that diminish the value of tho 
works they left to the world?

it narrow-mindedness when America as 
sumed tho:&ttitudo toward Gorky, whicl 
she has.

Whether the American people in thi 


instance have been narrowminded or not 
and whether an author's private lift 
should be included in appreciation o 
his works, one fact remains when every 
thing else has been sifted, and that i 
that Gorky is a poor man to eend on n 
mission for a people that will ask the. 
moral support of the Americans. 


As an author Gorky belongs to a school 


which, perhaps, will become more ,and 
more evident as the years go by, the 
school of authors who have derived their 
intimate knowledge of life on the farms 
and in the shops, by mingling with nil 
lasses of people, and by possessing the 
eproducing faculty which is ot' much val- 


Gorky thus belongs to the prole- 


aria in literature. He cannot be classi- 
ed with James, Howells, or others of 
hese novelists and essayists for whom 
tyle is the most essential thing. He is 
ot academically trained, and his knowl

ASSESSED? 


The now .charter makes provisions for. 


paying for pavements in.a most peculiar 
manner, and it becomes the duty of the 
council to act advisedly on the matter of 
making assessments.

fore employed has been for the adjoining 
property to jay two-thirds of the cost, 
and the city the other third.' Under thin 
plan the work of paving has gone along 
at a snail like pace, for the third which 
tho city pays necessitated frequent issues

•fore' this, but the renewal of the "boom" |

KNGIuWD'S FOOD NEEDS. 


It doe* not appear Canada is fulfilling 


the expectations of England as to supply- 
ing her ncc-d.s in the brcadstuffs line: The 
countries increasing their food importa- 
tions arc not as might bo-thus expected 
Canada or even the United States, but 
of all countries, Kussja and then Argen- 
tina. Something must have gone wrong 
In Cannda for her food importations have 
lessened in company with' this country 
and the expected increase a minus qual- 
ity.bur consul at Liverpool has lately furn- 
ished some information bearing upon the 
food question of England and says: "It- 
is well known that for some months past 
the British Government has been making, 
through a royal commission of which the 
Prinec of Wales is chairman, a thorough 
inquiry into the question of tho sources 
of supply of food, and particularly wheat 
and flour, with special reference to the 
situation should this country go to wtr. 
it U understood that tho evidence scour- 
ed by this commission will not be made 
public fer the present at any rate, and 
it, is not known whether even the com: 
mission's report will be published for gen- 
eral distribution. There seems to be a 
consensus of British expert opinion that; 
this country 'must in the not distant fu: 
fure look elsewhere than to tlie United 
States for its maiu supply of wheat. Can- 
ada lias been doing.much self-advertising 
ns the "granary of the Empire," but for 
the present it will have to content itself 
with the anticipation; indeed Ihe Cana- 
dian importations for the first six months 
of this'year show a decided diminution 
os compared with those of tho first, six 
months" of 1003. 
A marked feature-'of 


the tniilo of the United Kingdom this 
year has been the increasing imports 
from TCussiu and from Argentina nS mi 
ottVt to the groat falling off of the im- 
ports from the United States and Cinni- 
du. The expectation, however, is tisat 
both the United States and Canada will 
come to the front again."

Under tho new charter, if the property

Where the work- is ordered done by the- 


<ity itself without'petition'by the major'"' 
ty of property frontage' the new charter- 
provides that'the expense-shall be detef- 
nined by the board-'of public wb'rke 
which shall determine benefits and-dam- 
nges to be taxed against the property. 
This leaves a wide range for'the board to 
work under. At the direction of the 
council the board mny decide that the 
leuefits are measured by the entire cost 
of the wnrk in front of each parcel, or if 
;he council so directs it may adhere to 
;hc rule thnt hn> been in vogue of assess- 
ing only one-third the cost to the adjoin- 
ing property on ench side-the-street. 


There is a fine ethical point hero for 


the couneil to consider,' and whatever 


•d should 'stand for all 


time to' come. While it may. seeui an 
injustice nt this time for example to 
assess the property owners on West 
Sixth street six-sevenths of the cost of 
paving that street, where Villa street 
property owners last year paid but two- 
thirds, it must be remembered the coun- 
cil is now working under a different 
charter, and if six-sevenths is decided on 
fov West Sixth street the same propor- 
tion should govern on La Fnyette avenue

SQUAD OF THREE SAVED CITY 


Trio Who Dynamited Whole BlWJki Kept 


tb« Flomo« Back. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 25.—Three 


heroes saved San Francisco—what is left 
of it. They were the, dynamite squad, 
that throw back the fire demon at Van 
Ness avenue. 


When the burning city scorned doomed 


and the flames lit the sky further and 
further to the west, Admiral McCalla 
tent a trio of his most trusted men from- 
Mare island with orders to check the- con- 
flagration at any cost. With them they 
brought a ton and a half of guncotton. 


Copt. MacBrido was in charge of the 


equad. Chief Gunner Adamson placed 
the charges and tho third gunner set 
then* off. The- thunderous detonations 
to which the terrified city listened all 
that dreadful Friday night meant the 
salvation of 300,000 lives. A million dol- 
lars -worth of property, fine residences, 
and worthless shacks were blown to dust, 
but that destruction broke the fire and 
sent the flames over their own charred 
path. 


The whole east side of Van Ness ave- 


nue, from Golden Gate to Greenwich 
were dynamited a block deep 
though 


most of the structures stood untouched 
by spark or cinder. Not one charge 
failed. Not one building stood upon its 
foundations. Every pound of gun cotton 
did its work and though tho ruins burn- 
ed it was but feebly. 


From Golden Gate avenue, north, the 


fire crossed the wide street in but one 
place. That was the 
Glaus Sprocket's 


structure on the corner 
of 
California 


street. There the flames were writhing 
up the walls before the dynamiters could 
reach it. Yet they made their way to 
the foundations, carrying their explosives 
despite the furnace like heat. 


Capt. MacBride's dynamiting 
squad 


realized that a stand was hopeless ex- 


cept on Van Ness avenue. They oould 
have forced their explosives further in 
the burning section, but not a. ponnd of 
guncotton could be or was iroeted. The 
ruined block that met the wide thor- 
oughfare formed a. trench through which 
tho conflagration could not leap. En- 
gines pumping water through. Fort Madi- 
son from tho bay completed the little 
work that tha gnncotton had laft, but 
for three days the haggard eyed fireaen 
guarded the flickering ruins. 


When tho gquod completed their work 


they departed. a» modestly as they had 
come. They were ordered to save San 
Francisco and they obeyed, orders.

There arc two ways for property to es- 
cape taxation, one is in money and cred- 
its or some tangible form, and tho assess- 
or does not discover it.; the other is as- 
sessing expensive properties at much less 
than their true, value. If a wealthy man 
erects a building at a cost of $73,000 and 
it is assessed say at- $35,000, there ie at 
least $35,000 that has escaped taxation; 
all feel sure that such property escapes 
taxtion. The best evidence of value is 
what it will sell for. Ho spoke

There arc but two ways of reducing 


taxes. One is to list.property for taxa- 
tion that has formerly escaped, and flic 
other "is to reduce appropriations. 


There are • two v/ays that I think of 


now'for'property to escape taxation: 
One is in moneys and crexfits or some in- 
tangible form, and the asseseor does not 
discover it; the other ie assessing ex- 
pensive .properties at 
much leas then 


their true value. If a wealthy man erects 
a builtling..at a cosb.of $75,000 and it is 
assessed at, say $35,OOQ,,thoro is at .feast 
535,000-that has escaped1 taxation. 


We all feel-euro that much property es- 


capes taxation. In tho item of moneys 
and credits you should be strict and ob- 
tain on your list in tliat column every 
man wliom you think belongs there, un- 
less he:makes-oath he has nothing to as- 
sess. By doing this you are certainly 
following the dictates of your own con- 
science and accomplishing a great good 
to yooir whole community in tho protec- 
tion of the poorer class who have noth- 
ing to hide from you, whose share of 
worldly goods is so limited and whose 
proportion of taxes no large. It means 
the protection of the innocent and honest 
'citizen, the man who is not shirking his 
'(hity to his country in the way of evad- 
.inp a' just tax for the support of Ms lo- 
cal government. If you eucceed in bring- 
ing the taxdodger upon your assessment 
roll as he properly belongs, it will mean 
.the protection of the smnll cottage owner 
or the widow and children whose home 
is' perhaps mortgaged and paying tribute 
to the taxdodger. 


Let us realize that the amount of mon- 


ey to bo raised in any district by taxa- 
tion...in a debt against every dollar of 
taxable property in said district and if 
no one suffers 'in the payment of said 
rax tho assessment must be uniform and 
complete. 


In determining the value of real estate 


you will use any evidence at hand, such 
as soles of this or adjoining property, 
prices offered or refused, 
the 
earning 


power, distance from market or railway 
which is all in accordance with the as- 
sessment laws. 


The value of the same is hnrc! to fix 


satisfactory to tho tax payer, but do not 
copy or be satisfied with figures of last 
year, strive to improve and reach tlie in- 
tent of the law which we have on oath 
promised to execute. I have arranged a 
partial list of sales that have been made 
during the lust two years for each town- 
ship and city and I wi*h you to take 
them and verify the figures. In 
some 


cases the purchase price is not given. In 
those cawp you can. by tact, loaru the 
amount and place it in tho blank space. 
In other cases tho amount in the deed 
may include some personal property that 
vou can also ascertain and correct the 
figures. I trust you will find it helpful 
in determining the value of this and all 
parcels in its vicinity. The best evidence 
nf value is what it will sell for. This is 
the.amount wo want far assessment pur 
ipose.fl. The value of the property today 
is what we -want and not what it has 
boon assessed for-in thoipast.

In very rare 
cases would the varae of a house or any 
ordinary farm exceed $1,500, because I 
do not-.think it would enhance the sell- 
ing price beyond that figure. The samo 
may be said in regard to barns. Whlla 
ample barn room is'necessary', the ordi- 
nary purchaser will bo unwilling to pay 
for extra house or barn room or pay any 
expense in construction beyond what is 
absolutely necessary. Make your owji 
assessments not by copying from the old 
assessment roll, for bear in mind, this 
is in direct violation of the true spirit 
of the law which proscribes that assess- 
ment, shall rbe made from actual .view 
wherever and'whenewer possible. The re- 
sult of copying might work, either to the 
advantage or detriment of the people, a 
condition to.be avoided. You may rest 
assured there are but few of our tax 
payers who are unwilling to bear their 
burden of taxation when they once real- 
ize that they are required to bear no 
raoreithan their just share. Begin your 
work at once and becom'o familiar with 
the same, for it will surprise most of 
you,-, especially the new men, how much 
there is to learn.

Replies to Senator Bailey's Late 


Speech on Railroad 


Rate Bill. 


)emoerats of Wisconsin Will 


Adopt State Platform as Be- 


fore the Primary 


Devoted Himself in Main to Texan's Amend- 


ment Prohibiting Inferior Courts from 


Restraining Orders of Interstate 


Commerce Body. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—A stock of 


sheep bound books which covered all the 
vacant space in the vicinity of Mr. Spoon- 
er's flesk bore visible evidence at the be- 
ginning of the day's session of the senate 
of the Wisconsin senator's intention to 
make good his promise to reply today to 
Mr.. Bailey's speech n the railroad rate 
bill. Mr. Spooner was among the first 
to make his appearance in the senate 
chamber, but he was not able to begin 
his speech until more or less other busi- 
ness had been transacted. 


Mr. Spooner began speaking at 12:30 


o'clock announcing his purpose of devot- 
ing himself largely to .Mr. Bailey's am- 
endment prohibiting inferior courts from, 
restraining the orders of the interstate 
commerce commission. 


"The question is a very grave one," he 


said. 


"If adopted it would almost destroy 


the rate fixing provision of this bill." 


AXIOM FULL OF DANGER. 


He went on to say that the proposition 


was the most important question that 
had been presented to the senate in re- 
cent years—far greater than even the 
rate fixing question itself. He quoted 
Mr. Bailey's declaration that '.the power 
to create involves the power to destroy"1 
and said that when applied to the courts 
this axiom was full of danger. He denied 
that except in limited degree congress 
had power to destroy the courts. He 
conceded that jurisdiction may be confer- 
red and withdrawn, but contended that 
such poVer may not be extended to the 
judicial power of a court in a given ease. 


BAILEY DRIVEN TO IT. 


He then entered upon an effort to draw 


the line of distinction between jurisdic- 
tion and judicial power and.said that Mr.- 
•Bailey's necessities must have been re^ 
sponsible for his sneers at this distinc<

Spooner said: "I stand with .allj- 
heart and soul for the distribution of 
powers between the three independent co- 
ordinate banches of the government 
and regard it as fundamental that none 
of these should be invaded by the others. 
It will be a sorry day for the Uniied 
States when the courts become terroriz- 
ed by either congress or the executive, 
The place to correct the errors of the 
inferior courts is the great tribunal cre- 
ated for that purpose." 


Mr. Spooner declared that with the 


right of congress to interfere with-! the 
courts once conceded, our scheme of gov- 
ernment would be destroyed and. the 
.powers of the coordinate {branches will-bo 
soon so blended as to wipe out their now 
divided lines.

SANTA ROSA, Cal., April 26.—The lat- 


est figures show forty-one dead, sixty- 
three injured and seven missing here. The 
entire business section of Santa Rosa 
and many residences were destroyed. 
Twenty fires started, but the water sup- 
ply was unimpaired, and within three 
hours the flames were under control. Cut 
off from communication with the rest of 
the world, Santa Rosa knew nothing of 
the destruction of San Francisco tmtil 
the arrival from there of a train load of 
1,000 refugees,, begging for help that 
could not be given them. But nearby 
towns came to the rescue and after a 
period of suffering, aid was received. 


So soon as the dead were buried, busi- 


ness men began clearing a pathway 
through the streets, and teams were put 
to work, hauling away the rubbish. It is 
the intention at once to begin rebuilding 
the city on a more elaborate scale.

SA'N FRANCISCO,. April 24 —Follow- 


ing the rain which fell Sunday night and 
yesterday morning which greatly intensi- 
fied the misery and 
suffering of 
the 


homeless people of this stricken city last 
night was one of comparative comfort 
nml of greatly improved conditions. The 
night was clear, warm and balmy and 
there was less suffering among the thoit- 
sands of refugees camping under the blue 
canopy than at any time since the day 
of the disaster. The condition of the 
people is constantly growing better. The 
relief work is being organized with every 
day and the distribution of provisions 
and the providing of shelter is daily be- 
coming more systematic :ind methodical. 


Yesterday afternoon, wagon loads of 


quilts, comforts and blankets were dis- 
tributed among those who have suffered 
intensely from the cold and 
exposure 


while sleeping in the open. Other wag- 
ons loaded with tonts weudcd their way 
through the crowded parks and replaced 
many improvised shelter which afforded 
little or no protection against the rain 
and chilly winds with waterproof canvas 
tents. As a result there were but few 
complaints of suffering this morning. 


While the heavy rain for the time be- 


ing added much to the misery of. the 
homeless, it 'Ji'd muqh towards improv- 
ing the sanitary conditions throughout 
the city. 


SHOCK CAUSED ALARM. 


At 10:40 last night an' earthquake 


shock wns felt thhroughout the city and 
momentarily 
created 
certain 
alarm 


among the people, still unnerved and 
overwrought from their recent exper- 
ience. 


No damage wns caused, but in some 


few instances, persons living in houses, 
ran out badly frightened and called up- 
on the sentries and guards to help carry 
out clothing and other effects. The sol- 
diers reassured them that there was no 
.danger and that any other time the 
shock would have caused little comment. 
Shortly after the slight trembler, an un- 
conscious nmn was found on the side- 
walk in front of a bouse at Golden Gate 
avenue and Buchanan street. He had evi- 
dently fallen or jumped from a window 
in his efforts to get out of the house 
when it was shaken. He was taken to 
St. Paul's emergency hospital in the 
Lutheran church at 
Gough and Eddy 


streets, where it is said, his injuries are 
not serious.

MORE CAUTION DEMANDED. '••

for several hours after it happened," said

fire stretching, for a half mile. As I stood 
there I saw a man crying as if his heart 
would break. He said he was going to 
jump into the bay as he had just seen 
his wife and four children taken from the 
debris and carried to the morgue."

SAN FRANCISCO, April 24,—The ref- 


ugees are rapidly thinning out of Golden 
Gate park. and the Panhandle. -The po- 
lice estimated that 2,000 people left the 
park yesterday and .there are, about 3,- 
000 left. The rain had little depressing 
effects on the spirits of the people seek- 
ing shelter on the tents.. One man tack-, 
cd up a sign in front.of his tent,.taken 
from a^coal oil can, "Keep cool and dry.". 


A company of .soldiers was sent from 


Fort Mason this morning to guard the 
vaults at Masonic cemetery where the 
papers from the Hall of Records are 
stored. All the records there were sav- 
ed, but those in the county clerk's office 
were lost. 


PREPARING FOR SCHOOLS. 


The teachers, principals, superinten- 


dents and the board of education are 
ready for work. Buildings or tents suit- 
able for .school purposes will be provid- 
ed in the near future, and just as soon 
as they are ready school wilt begin. 


At a conference at the Oakland Mole 


yesterday, E. H. Harriman, president of 
the Southern Pacific and his leading offi- 
cials decided to have $500,000 in cash 
placed at the command of the company 
in Oakland for the immediate payment of 
all outstanding1 pay checks and vouchers" 
today. 
Late yesterday, this big sum 


was obtained and payments against it 
will begin today by the treasurer of the 
road and his subordinates. 


CASH THE BEST NOW. 


The Southern Pacific usually pays in 


checks, but Mr. Harriman realized that 
cash is needed under the present condi- 
tions, 
made provision to pay in that 


manner. The large sum owed by the 
company amounting tot something like 
$200,000, will be paid out in cash in Oak- 
land at the rate of $80,000 or $90,000 a 
day. 


The Alaska Packers' association has 


resumed business on Stuart street wharf 
where the loading of eighteen ships will 
begin at once. These ships will sail with- 
in two weeks. Three thousand persons 
can get work in the Alaskan canneries, 
according to the statement of an officer 
of the company. Their removal will re- 
lieve the local situation to some extent. 
No attempt will be made to -provision 
the company's ships here. That will be 
done at various ports on the journey 
north.

AGNEWS' CALAMITY 


MOST HORRIFYING 


Ghouls Shot Down While Bobbing' 


Bodies—One Discovered Chewing 


off Woman's Ears to Get 


Diamond Barrings. 


, SALT LAKE CITY, April 24i—That 
three men were shot to death on a ;blaz- 
ing' roof in San Francisco:-,to keep them 
from being burned alive is solemnly a;^- 
serted by Max Fast, a garment worker, 
who came here yesterday. 


"When the fire caught the Windsor ho- 


tel at Fifth and Market," said Mr^ Fast, 
"there were three men on the roof and it 
was impossible to get them,..down, Rath- 
er than see the crazed .men fall in with 
the roof and be .ro.asted alive, the mili- 
tary, officer directed his men to shoot 
them, which they.did in the presence'of 
5,000 people. .1 saw great stones fall on 
three.men near the city hall, crushing the 
life out of them. In Union Square I 
stood beside a woman who. died actually 
from fright and thirst. Her last request 
was for water and we had none to 'give 
'Tier.''At Jefferson'Square I saw a fatal 
clash between the military and the police. 
Ajpoli9eman,or.dered a soldier to .tak^Tip ^ 
a cle'ad body' to pirtif!'in the wagon andi 
the soldier 'Ordered the policeman to do 
it. Words followed and the soldier shot' 
the policeman dead."

My friend waved his hand 
back toward the soldier,, saying 'this is 
my.house and I have a right to go in.' 
The soldier instantly killed him. On the 
other hand I want to say that the sol- 
diers were generally kind and helpful and 
deplored these hasty actions of. >their 
comrades just as much as we did." 
TERRIBLE CALAMITY AT AGNEWS. 


Nothing could be more terrible than 


the calamity at Agnew's asylum near San 
Jose .as described by R. L. Drinkwater of 
Denver. He fled to San Jose from San 
Francisco only to find that he had gone 
from bad to worse. He said last night: 


"We went to Agnews where we had a' 


friend and i'ound the asylum in ruins and 
200 demented creatures buried there. It, 
waS:a sight to transfix .orfe with horroV: 
to see scores, ofi'mad.mcn and \vomen: 
strapped to trees all over the ground^ 
.crying, shrieking and cursing. Ordinaij- 
i)y,..troublesome in their way, the excite!-, 
•ment of the falling building made ..therli 
,mad, indeed, and their uncanny looks, 
ttnd.fiery eyes were terrible to behold. 
.Nothing could be done for them os.-thcrp 
was no; place to put them and every sane 
.man,,woman .and child available was dig- 
ging to release ,the other unfortunates 
buried in the ruins. Oh, such cries 09 
came seemingly from the bowels of the 
earth. 'The devils have got me. Let me 
out,' 'I am the king, you cannot kill me,' 
'I want my supper. I want my dinner.' 
Just as the vagary seized them they call- 
ed out their distorted thoughts nor even 
guessed their true condition."

But most ghastly of all is the state- 


ment by Willis Ames, a Salt Lake man 
who escaped to Los Angeles. He says:.••.' 


"While walking abont the streets, I

One 
man made the triibper believe that one' 
of the dead bodies lying on. a'.pile of rocki 
was his mother and he was" permitted, to 
go up to the body. Apparently overcome 
by grief he threw

corpse. In another instant the soldiers 
discovered that he was. chewing the; dia- 
mond earrings from the ears of the dead 
woman. 'Here is where you get what is 
coming to you,' said one of the soldiers, 
and with that he put a bullet through the 
ghoul. . The diamonds .were found in -the 
man's. mouth afterward. Already the

KENOSHA, Wis., April 24.—Serious

Aliens Sons company tannery when a 
mob of nearly 200 men

Night Watchman August sBecker and 


Foreman Bernhard McGiverii: attempted 
to stay the onward march of the strik- 
ers and bath of them w.ere knocked 
down and badly beaten with clubs. It is 
not thought that either of the men wort 
baddy injured. Becker shouted for help 
and many shots were fired, but it is not* 
thought, that any of thejstrikers were in- 
jured. The men fled when the shooting 
began'and went to a hull" to hold a meet- 
ing. Mayor James Gorman is now at 
tho tannery 'formulating: a line of de- 
fense. 


At 9 o'clock last night, M. Miclhela*, a 


Slav workman;* was taken to the Keno- 
sha hospital with a bullet wound, in bis 
left breast.^ The man claims that he was 
shot from a window of the tannery and 
he accused v a night watchman. Tho 
shooting has aroused the mob of- strik- 
ers to a fury.;

Neatly all. of the men connected with 


the strike are Russians and for this rea- 
son it-is feared that the trouble will be

SOUGHT MORE WA&ES. • 


The most serious labor trouble known 


in Kenosha in several years occurred just 
after 8 o'clock yesterday morning, when 
150 men employed in the yards of the N. 
R. Allen's Sons', Co. tannery went on a 
strike for an increase in wages to the 
amount 'of 50 cents weekly. The men out 
include all of the men employed in the 
yards, and it is possible that the big 
plant may be forced to shut down for an 
indefinite period and the 1,200 men em- 
ployed be thrown out of work. 


Charles W. Allen and M. Werve, two 


of the directors of the local company, 
held several conferences with the leaders 
of the strikers, but they were not able to 
reach an agreement. The men striking 
have no union, but it is claimed that they 
have a pretty good understanding among 
themselves and that they are prepared to 
make a long fight. The men had been 
receiving $0.50 a, week and their demand 


for $10.

THE CASE OF GORKY. 


When Maxim Gorky came to our 


shores a fortnight ago, bringing with 
him we expected, much of aJl that bit- 
terness which is indicated by his pen- 
name, we thought, as wo had a right to 
think, that he would come as the,noble 
champion for a noble cause, the cause of 
delivering Russia from tyranny and au- 
tocracy which is practiced there to an 
even worse degree than it w;us in the 
days of a Nero or a, Tiberius. But we 
were ^adly disappointed in. our expecta- 
tions, for the first thing he did when he 
came hero was to shock the moral sensi- 
bilities of the American, people to a high 


degree. The roost ernineat,"-men in the 
world of the American belles-lettres had 
decided to banquet the^ Russian author, 
millionaires' wives had contemplated en- 
tertaining the a«tbor's$Wife at pink teas 
and other functions characteristic of 
American millions. 
, 
, 


It was all off when the people ascer- 


tained that Gorky was "traveling with a 
wornan''"who happened not to be his wife- 


It is to the American people More'than' 


a moral shock; it is u proof of the senti-, 
ments with which the western European 
regards tho American moral code; he' 
thinks, and continues to think, that 
America, jjiflde up as it is of elements 
from all tho world, is a land of huge'.and 
magnificent lawlessness. The Gorky ex- 
ample is typical. The western European 
thinks that when America calls herself 
a free country, she will countenance 
every thing and everybody. 


Gorky should go "way back and sit 


down"—his mission on behalf of the old 
world, to the new has ended, and Americ- 
ans will turn from him in genuine disgust. 


And still, there is another side from 


which to look at this delicate matter: 
What has a man's authorship directly to 
do with his private life? 
Is anybody 


nowadays asking anything about the life- 
of Homer, Dante, Chaucer, Shakespeare 
or others? And even if anything not ex- 
actly edifying is' ascertained about these 
men, does that diminish the value of the. 
works they left to the world? 
,».• 


Some people may be inclined to call 


it narrowmindedness when America as- 
sumed the^attitude toward Gorky, which 
she has. Europeans undoubtedly will 
call it so, for in Europe, they ar§ more 
accustomed to the "large, free way" of 
Jiving of which Henry James has spoken 
in one of his admirable books. 


Whether the American people in this 


instance have been narrowrainded or not, 
and whether an author's private life 
should be included in appreciation of 
his works, one fact remains when every- 
thing else has been sifted, and that is 
that Gorky is a poor man to send on a 
mission for a people that,will ask tHc 
moral support of the Americans. 


As an author Gorky belongs to a school 


which, perhaps, will become more .and 
more evident as the years go by, the 
school of authors who have derived their 
intimate knowledge of life on the farms 
and in the shops, by mingling with al! 
classes of people, and by possessing the 
reproducing faculty which is of much val- 
ue. Gorky thus belongs to the prole- 
taria in literature. He cannot be classi- 
fied with James, Howells, or others of 
these novelists and essayists for whom 
style is the most essential thing. He is 
not academically trained, and his knowl- 
edge of the sciences appears to be limited. 
His pshyehology is masterful, his con- 
stmction not in . accordance with the 
principles of technique. He will never 
become a Tolstoy. 


As a propagandist he is somewhat un- 


comfortably situated. 
Arid. the reason 


why he is so is that he considers him- 
self a martyr, and d&sires that others 
shall view him in the same light. He is 
not a spcialist but he is the nihilist in 
theories; ho recognizes no laws, no insti- 


tutions by msiu or God. He LelongS (o 
the class of propagandists who have an 
impressive way of speaking or writing, 
who understands the art of lowering him- 
self down to the level of inferior beings. 
But lie is no great man, since he refuses 
to kneel before the laws of heaven and 
earth. He has come here to inspire an- 
tagonistic sentiments against a nation 
which, as a nation considered, has. always 
been friendly to the United States. He 
comes here to preach anarchy, and he 
himself takes the lead by traveling with 
a woman of whom he says that -she is 
his wedded wife. -He adds lies to- his 
other sins. He should return by the next 
ocean flyer. America will after this have 
have no use for Gorky. And he will not 
benefit the cause of the suppressed Rus- 
sians in onv measure. 


ENGLAND'S FOOD NORBDS. 


It does not appear Canada is fulfilling 


the expectations of England as to supply- 
ing hei' needs in the breadstuffs line;-.. The' 
countries increasing their food importa- 
tions are not as might be'thus expected 
Canada or even th« United States, but 
of all countries, Eussja and thep Argen- 
tina. Something must have gone wrong' 
in Canada for her food importations have 
lessened in company with- this country 
and the expected increase a minus qual- 
ity. 


Our consul at Liverpool has lately furn- 


ished some information bearing upon the 
food question of England and says: "It- 
is well known that for some months past 
the British Government has been making, 
through a royal commission of which the 
Prince of Wales is chairman, a thoroiigh 
inquiry' into the question of the sources 
of supply of food, and particularly wheat, 
and flour, with special reference to the 
situation should tliis country go to war; 
"it is understood that the evidence secur- 
ed by this commission will not be made 
public for the present at any rate, and 
it is not known whether even the com- 
mission's report will be published for gehr 
eral distribution. There seems td be a 
consensus of British expert opinion, thafiji 
this country must in the not distant fu'V 
f.uro look elsewhere than to the United 
States for its main;supply of wheat. Can- 
ada lias been doing.much self-advertising 
as the "granary of the Empire," but for 
the present it will have to content itself 
with the anticipation; indeed the Cana- 
dian importations for the first six months 
of this year show a decided, diminution 
as compared with those of the first, six 
months of 1003. 
A marked feature ".'of, 


the trade of the United Kingdom this 
year Has bean the increasing imports 
from Russia and from Argentina as7 aji 
offset to the great falling off of the im- 
ports from, the United States arid Ca.ni'."

It must hot bo forgotten England ,is 


by far the very best-customer the United 
States possesses, that country easily tak- 
ing two-thirds of our importations, and 
while it is conceivable our imports of 
food products may be lessened by the 
activities'of Argentina and Russia, it is 
unlikely India will be »<3ded to the list, 
and unlikely, th,e increase ia going to be 
an annual affair, but subject to varia- 
tions, which may be this country's net 
gain being very sir/all, and possibly our 
standing may be for.years about as it is 
now.

In view of the dependence of England 


upon the 'United States,- the subject ot 
war would seem to be one in the very 
dimmest of dim distances.'If all countries 
.were to engage in war, England and the. 
United States'Would seem to be the very 
two last. Still in the future^years it 
might be possible froiri: a combination 
of unusual circumstances tha^'''England'- 
.might be forced to look elBewhere than 
this country for its.food needs';',..'' 


HOW WILI, PAVING COSTS HE 


ASSESSED? 


The new,charter niakes provisions for 


paying for pavements in,a most peculiar 
manner, and it becomes the duty of the 
council to act advisedly on the matter of 
making assessments, 
The plan hereto- 


fore employed has been for the adjoining 
property to jjay two-thirds of the cost, 
and the city the other third.' Under this 
plan the worl% of paving has gone along 
at a snail like pace, for the third which 
the city pnys necessitated frequent issues 
of bonds, and the bum thus realized would 
only, provide for two or three streets at 
best. 


Under the new charter, if the property 


owners on a street petition for the im- 
provement it becomes compulsory for tlie 
council to furnish the paving, but in that 
event the city becomes responsible only 
for the cost of the street intersections, 
the property owners paying the entire, 
cost for their frontage .to the middle' of" 
the street. Under, this plan the cost'to 
the city will be q,oout one seventh of 'trrij 
total cost, and of course the city's rn'oWey' 
wilj go.,much farther than where the 
city was! taxed .one-third'. 
• : • . - - . 


-••( Where the work is,ordererT done by the 
city itself without petition'by tlie 
ity of property frontage" the new 
provides that the e^pense"sha.ll be. deter- 
mined by the board;-; of public *0"rks 
which shall determine benefits and > darn-;' 
ages to be taxed against the property. 
This leaves a wide range for the board to 
work under. At the direction 'of the 
council tbe board may decide that the 
benefits are measured by the entire cost 
of the work in front of each parcel, or if 
the council so directs it may adhere to 
the rule that has been in vogue of assess- 
ing only one-third the cost to the- adjoin- 
ing property on ench side-the-street. 


There is a fine ethical -point here for 


the council to consider, and whatever 
course' is' adopted should 'stand for all 
time to'come. While it may. seem an 
injustice at this time for example to 
assess tlie property owhers on West 
Sixth street six-sevenths of the cost of 
paving that street, where Villa street 
property owners last year paid but two- 


thirds, it must lie remembered the coitn- 
cil is now working under a different 
charter, and if six-sevenths is decided on 
for West Sixth street the same propor- 
tion should govern on La Fayette avenue 
or .any other street to-be paved. Thei 
equitatlc way of course -would be to con-r 
tinue on the one-third, and two-third-.bas-:; 
is, but if the council decides that-this is- 
not.feasible it should-adopt some fair, 
and reasonable rtile that shall apply -on 
all streets hereafter, whether the work 
is done by petition or-by initiative of the 
council.-

The welfare of the public is above all 


the contention the first cost of installing 
power-plants, and electric telephone an<3 
telephone wires, is to be considered. The 
grave dangers of overhead wires becomes 
more .menacing as the number of these 
increases and the popular feeling that 
municipalities should begin the work of 
ordering under ground ,is making itself 
felt, There is but one way the authori- 
ties in our cities can proceed with fair- 
ness, anti this is to make no exemptions 
either in favor of particular corporations 
or of any particular sections of the com- 
munities. The residence section is just 
as fairly entitled to immunity frpm over- 
head wires as is the business section and 
the pole nuisance is precisely as objec- 
tionable in one part of the city as an- 
other part of the city. The danger itself 
may not be just as dangerous, but elec- 
tric wires anywheres may at any time 
destroy human life. 


It used to be contended and is now, 


that wires could not be operated under 
ground, especially the terrible third: rail, 
'but this contention is now being proved, 
since, wires placed under ground do'wpifk 
and do answer every needed purpose.,' It 
jiiay. (be true the first expense may be 
"more, but the frightful cost to the public 
fn every way is a big price to pay on the 
part, of the people that some dollars may 
^be saved the public service corporations. 
.The'corporation may save, but the pub- 
lic !pay dearly. 


COMKBBCE OF NEW YORK. 


New York city does not care much 


whether it finds a market for all the im- 
ports that come through that port or 
not, so long as the stream is not diverted. 
As a mammoth distributive point New 
York city holds the palm, its aggregate 
exceeding the combined import movement 
of all other countries, but its exports go- 
ing through do not exceed all other 
ports, but largely exceeds that of any 
other, single port. 


New York city handled as per the last 


tariff statistics, of imports $695,106,050 
and of exports $616.294,631. The total of 
rival ports as to imports were $503,470,- 
047 and of the exports $006,361,184. It 
must rje frankly admitted that any city 
that handled seven-tenths of all the im- 
ports received in the eonnt<|' and over 
six-tenths of nil the exports, is something 
of a city and that whether or not it 
markets all the vast volume of stuff com- 
ing and ,i;oing does not very much matter. 


If the Democracy takes Ben Tillman 


seriously and hands over the nomination 
for presidency, it will be the first time 
since the civil war that a candidate has 
been taken south of Mason's and Dixon's 
line. While the country has likely bur- 
ied ;the hatchet sufficiently to consider a 
southerner for first place, it is pretty 
safe to wager it will not be a Tilbnan. 


Labor leaders are planning to enter 


national politics on a large scale. If the 
vote can be controlled in the manufac- 
turing districts they will elect a' num- 
ber of their own faith to congress, but

The first letters from San Francisco 


since the great earthquake reached Ea- 
ciuc today, though of course telegrams 
heretofore received told of the safety of 
Racine people. 


A letter wns received at the Journal 


ollicc today from Mr. F. W. Starbuck, the 
editor of the Journal, who with Mrs. 
Ktarbuek and daughters hnve been spend- 
ing several months in the Golden Gate 
city. The letter written Friday April 20, 
don Is with the prrscml experiences of the 
family, and as perhaps they are descrip- 
tive of the experience of hundreds of 
others it may prove interesting reading. 
Mr. Starbuctc says: 


FOOD GREATEST CONCERN. 


"The situation here has been so terri- 


ble and I have not got myself together 
sufficiently to find words to describe it. 
We nre ail s;i.fc. and just now our great- 
est concern !<• 1-"w to net supplies. So 
far we have noi suffered, .have lived on 
canned goods and hope today for bread. 
No milk, Htill have canned stuff, but ordi- 
nary staples not to bo had. Plenty of 
goods'Ore now coming into the city and 
relief stations have been opened, but it 
is hard to tell where to go, and of course 
the supplies coming in are for the many 
thousands who have absolutely nothing. 


PLASTER FELL DOWN. 


"I cannot* fittingly describe the horri- 


ble time since we were first awakened at 
5:13 Wednesday morning. , The house 
groaned and croaked, large slabs of plas- 
ter came foiling down, though all of us 
escaped being hit, one big 
door was 


wrenched off its hinges, and' fell with a 


bought 9, little four page paper printed in 
Oakland this morning for 1§ cents, but; 
it contained only news of this locality. 
The shock -was felt everywhere and there 
are the wildest reports here of the dam- 
age wrought in the east, in Denver, St. 
Louis, and Chicago. One report is that 
Chicago is partly under water. * Though • 
hope it is not ao, for you:oan hardly have 
escaped in Racine if such were the case. 


"Well, we are all well and thankful to 


be spared. The suspense was terrible, it 
was that which racked us all. There has 
been no disorder whatever. . Six thousand 
regulars, and the militia are on guard, 
and every street js patrolled every few 
minutes. All day and all night the sen- 
tinels shouted the hour, and 'All's well.'" 


CASH PRIME REQUISITE, 


"Boys, this was a sight never to be for- 


gotten, though I never want to see. the 
like of it again. We had a big rim for 
our money, but speaking of money, that 
is a scarce article. The bank is burned, 
checks don't go, and only currency, and 
express money orders do any good.- We 
could not start home if we wanted to. 
We would if we could. We could get to 
Oakland all right, but no baggage is tak- 
en, only hand eatchels allowed. So we 
stay. Have to walk, not a car since 
Tuesday night all power houses burned, 
;ind no tellinjj when we will have gas and 
water.' However, we cannot be too thank- 
ful. 
Thousands upon thousands 
a're 


worse off than we, and right in this sec- 
tion of the city. Business men, manufac- 
turers, and salaried people generally live 
out this way. These, most of them, lost 
their business, or their positions and. are 
right on the ragged edge. 


FLAMES ON ALL SIDES. 


"I did not try to go near.the fire. The 


military were very strict, I could not 
walk far, and there was the further dan- 
ger of leaving, the folks, with a chance 
that before I got back they might have 
hail to move, and we..would, gqt. separat- 
ed. All we could see was a. blazing--city 
on all sides, gigantic, leaping, rolling 
surges of flame to the.south, to the eos1 
and to the west. From,the, hill a block 
away frohi us tht scene was .horrifying 
but grand,; .

BAKERIES START TO .WORK.. 


"Ten minutes for refreshments—One o 


tlie girls has just come 
irt with 
two 


loaves of bread, arid a bottle of milk aiic 
cream. The military thi.Vmbrning let'the 
bakeries got to work, but they are all 
crippled. We will not starve now as we 
can get some things, but of course ho 
vegetables or meat or things to cook, it 
would do little good if we could, ivith 
no fire to cook with. No liquor of .any 
kind is sold. The military went into'bne 
oa.loon near by, and run the stuff out in 
the street. The Presidio and Parks are 
vast camping grounds, where rations are 
being served by the troops.

MOVED GOODS TO CEMETERY. 


"The fire broke out nt onco and for two 


days the sheets of flame and dense smoke 
rose up, and every minute we did not 
know but it would be our turn to move, 
but our section was saved at a, late hour 
last nifrht (Thursday night). 


"We had our trunks out on the side- 


walk, and took light stuff up to the 
Laurel cemetery on the hill just above 
us, and two of the girts slept in the open, 
though they had the privilege of occupy- 
ing the Indies room in the. cemetery offi- 
ces.. This morning we brought 
back 


what we had carted away, and had the 
trunks put back in our rooms. 


"Can send no dispatches, though the 


line is open they say for business only, 
and one has to go to Presidio to do that. 
No mail of any kind since Tuesday morn- 
.inpc, but am told that collections of mail 
will be made before attempting to make 
deliveries. I don't know when you will 
get this letter. 


COOK ON CURB STONE. 


"There .is TIO water, though water is 


running in some sections of the city and 
we have to have some soon. The mili- 
tary forbid the u?e of water closets, and 
no fires or lights of any kind are per- 
mitted. This is now strictly enforced. 
We are cooking on the edge of the side- 
walk, with an oil stove, others have im- 
provised brick ovens a few bricks piled 
tip, and tins resting on top, while others 
have cook stoves out in the street. 


BUT FEW HAVE PRIVILEGE. 


"The postofficc has been badly wrecked 


but escaped the fire. The ruin is awful, 
all business streets are everywhere ef- 
faced, ferriea arc running in charge of 
the military. 
Any one can leave the 


city but no one can come in. This ap- 
plies to people generally, except to those 
on duty, newspaper men and a few oth- 
ers having duties entitling them to the 
privilege. The Associated Press has this 
privilege and if I could find the agent 
here could possibly secure a pass, but the 
thing is to find him. I might find him 
across the bay, but if I go there, I might 
miss him, and" then could not get back. 
HEARD CHICAGO WAS DESTROYED. 


"San Jose is in an awful state, business

SQUAD OF THREE SAVED CITY 


Trl« Who Dynamited Whole Blocks Kept 


tbe rinmei Back. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 25—Three 


heroes saved San Francisco—what is left 
of It. They were the dynamite squad, 
,hat threw back the fire demon at Van 
•Teas avenue. 


When the burning city seemed doomed 


and the flames lit the sky further and 
urther to the west. Admiral McCalla 
sect a trio of his most trusted men from 
»Iare island with orders to check the cou- 
lagration at any cost. With them they 
srought a ton and a half of guncotton. 


Capt. MaoBride was in charge of the 


squad. Chief Gunner Adamson placed 
the charges and the third gunner set 
;hem- off. The- thunderous detonations 
to which the terrified city listened all 
that dreadful Friday night meant the 
salvation of 300,000 lives. A million dol- 
lars worth of property, fine residences, 
and worthless shacks were blown to dust, 
but that destruction broke the fire and 
sent the flames' over their own charred 
path. 


The whole east side of Van Ness ave- 


nue, from Golden Gate to Greenwich 
were dynamited a block deep though 
most of the structures stood untouched 
by spark or cinder. Not one charge 
failed. Not one building stood upon its 
foundations. Every pound of gun cotton 
did its work and though the ruins burn- 
ed it was but feebly. 


From Go] den Gate avenue, north, the 


fire crossed the wide street in but one 
place. That was the Claus Spreckel's 
structure on the corner of 
California 


street. There the flames were writhing 
up the walls before the dynamiters coulc 
reach it. Yet they made their way to 
the foundations, carrying their explosives 
despite the furnace like heat.

He held that they could not 
meet and decide to assess at 40 or 50 per 
cent of cash value, for they would be 
violating their oath. Very thoroughly 
lie went over the right way to success. 
He said that there were two ways to re- 
duce taxes, oue is to list property for 
taxation that has formerly escaped, and 
the other is to reduce appropriations. 
There are two ways for property to es- 
cape taxation, one is in money and cred- 
its or some tangible form, and the assess- 
or does not discover it; the other is as- 
sessing expensive properties at much less 
than their true value. If a wealthy man 
erects a building at n cost of $75,000 and 
it is assessed say at. $35,000, there is at 
least $35,000 that lias escaped taxation; 
all feel sure that such property escapes 
taition. The best evidence, of value is 
what it will sell for. He spoke at 
length upon the item of moneys and 
credits as he felt that they had been sad- 
ly neglected in the past. Also spoke up- 
on determining the value of the improve- 
ment on a farm or acreage property. 


Judge Heck addressed the assessors on 


the question of assessment; duties of the.

MB. BRUCE, EXBERV, IS HEARD. 


Mr. George William Bruce of Milwau- 


kee, one of the most pminont taxation 
experts of the country, who will be re- 
matnbered by many for the splendid ad- 
dress lie delivered on taxation at the 
Wisconsin mayors' convention last Au- 
gust, addressed the assessors at a meet- 
ing at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 


lib. Bruce pointed out the importance 


•Vesuvius is the'most celebrated volcano of the earth.' It has been intermittent- 


ly in eruption since the beginping of human'history and 1ms wrought more dam- 
ige than any other. There are no records preserved 
of .eruptions of Vesuvius 


prior to the terrible destruction of Hcrculaneum. and Pompeii, in 79 A. D. It is, 
loweVer, known that it had long been the scene-of volcanic^disturbances. 


The mountain is frequently mentioned by old writers, and Diodorovts Sieulus 


said it showed in his time "many signs of having been burning iti ancient times." 
Its most famous and disastrous eruption, broke the mountain into two cones, 
which still exist. Subsequent to the destruction of Pompeii and .Herculaneuvn 
there were.many fatal lava flows. Some of these of which records have been pre- 
served were'in A. D. 203, 472, 512, 685, !)83, 1040. 1108 and 1300. 


The eruptions of A. D. 472 and 1306 were the most notable. 
In the former year 


ashes from the crater were carried as far as Constantinople and across the sea to 
Tripoli. In the last named year the eruption was accompanied by terrible earth- 
quakes; which destroyed many lives. 


From 1306 to' 1631, with the axception of a slight eruption in 1500, the terrible 
Duntain was quiet^ but her neighbor, Aetna, kept "blazing sunward" at intervals. 


The Vcsuvian eruption'of 1631 lasted three months, and was accompanied by 
streams of lava and torrents, of boiling water, which overflowed the towns at the 
base of the mountain. Thousands of lives were lost. 


A number of other lava flows followed before 1700. Tlie eruptions increased in 


i-equency in the eighteenth century. That of 1772 was remarkable. It has been 
described as the grandest of all these phenomena. White smoke rose four times as 
ii"h j»s the mountain and spread put proportionately. 
Stones and ashes were 


thrown' 10,000 feet in the air. 
One of the rocks was 108 feet in circumference. \ 


Another eruption in 1794 destroyed a town and threw a great stream of lava, es- 


timated to contain 40,000,000 cubic feet. 


The loit century was a busy ens for the volcano. It was in eruption nearly thir- 


ty times. The years 1822, 1S55, 1858, 1867 and 1872 were the most disastrous. 
It closed work for the century in 1895. 


The present eruption is second in the record of terror for the twentieth century, 


the mountain having been last active in 1000.

There are but two- ways of-reducing 


taxes. One is to list .^property for taxa- 
tion that has formerly escaped, and the 
other.-is.to reduce a'ppropriations. 


There are-two ways that I think o' 


now'for'property to escape taxation: 
One is in moneys and creifitB or some in- 
tangible form, and- the assessor does not 
discover it; tlie other ia assessing ex 
pensive;, properties at 
much less thoa 


their true value. If a wealthy man erects 
a builffing.atia eoati.of $75,000 and it is 
assessed at, say $3E,OOQ,,thero is at -leasl 
$35,000-that has escaped1 taxation. ' 


We all feel-sure-that much property es- 


capes taxation. In the it-em of moneys 
and credits you should be strict and ob 
tain on your list in that column everi 
man whom you think belongs there, un 
less he;makes.oath he has nothing to as 
sess. By doing this you are certainly 
following the dictates of your own con 
science-and accomplishing a great goo< 
to ycrur whole community in the protec 
tion of the poorer class who have noth 
ing to hide from you, Whose share o 
worldly goods is so limited and whose 
proportion of taxes so large. It means 
th'e protection of the innocent and hones' 
citizen, the man who is not shirking his 
'ctutfy to his country in the'way of evad 
.ing a' just tax for the support of his lo 
cal government. If you succeed in bring 
ing the taxdodger upon your assossmen' 
roll as ho properly belongs, it will mean 
-the protection of the sma.ll cottage owner 
or the widow and children.whose homi 
is' perhaps mortgaged and paying t-ributi 
to the taxdodger. 


Let us realize that the amount of mon 


ny to be raised in any district by taxa 
tion.-..is a debt against every dollar o 
taxable property in said district and i 
no one suffers in the payment of eak 
tax the assessment must be uniform anc 
complete. 


In determining the value of real estat< 


you will use. any evidence at hand, such 
as sales of this or adjoining property 
prices rtffered or refused, 
the 
earning 


power, distance from market or railwa; 
which is a.ll in accordance with the 
sessment laws. 


The value of the same is hard to fix 


satisfactory to the tax payer, but do no 
copy or be satisfied with figures of las 
year, strive to improve and reach the in 
tent.of the law which we have on oatl 
promised to execute. I have arranged a 
partial list of sales that have been mad 
rhiring the last two years for each town 
ship and city and I wish you to tak' 
them and verify the figures. In 'som 
cases the purchase price is not given. Ii 
those cases you can, by tact, loam th 
amount and'place it in the blank space 
In other cases the amount in the dcd 
may .include some personal property tha 
you can also ascertain and correct th 
figures. I trust you will find it helpfu 
in determining the value of this and a.'. 
parcels in its vicinity. The best lividenc 
nf value is what it will sell for. This i 
the.amount we want for assessment pur 
•poses. The value of the property toda; 
is what we want and not what it ha 
been assessed for ;in the»past.

The same 
may be said in regard to barns. While 
ample barn room is ' necessary; the ordi- 
nary purchaser will be unwilling to pay 
or extra house or barn room or pay any 
expense in construction beyond what is 
absolutely necessary.
